Comparatively few Americans 
the meaning of those three 
perhaps none know what 
they mean to the POW himself. 
POW is prisoner of war. Accord- 
ing to the latest figures I have from | 
the war department there are now 
41,234 American soldiers, sailors, 
marines, merchant seamen held by 
the enemy!

The officials of the Red Cross 
know exactly what the conditions 
| are under which those prisoners | 


move and live and have their being 
in Allied prison camps in Germany 


or in the more than 40 hospitals | 


for Allied wounded in the Reich or 
occupied countries. They have regu- 
lar reports from the International 
Red Cross representatives who visit 
the camp regularly. The Red Cross 
says in effect: ‘‘So far as we know, 
the Germans have treated Ameri- 
can prisoners in accordance with 
the Geneva agreement.’ 

That is all it says. 

But even if the Germans live up 


to both the spirit and the letter of | 


the Geneva agreement, the lot of 
the prisoner of war is not to be 
envied. Recently, I studied some of 


the prison camps. Some have been 
released for publication. Others 
have not. Not that those withheld 
revealed any dark secrets of suffer- 
ing. Quite the contrary. They simply 
prove what Kipling said about men 
who live in barracks not growing 
up to be plaster saints, and some of 
the humor might be a little, shall 
we say, unsaintly. 

The reason for this is expressed 
in the word escape. There are two
